FEAR TO PARK 

Dogs on rampage cause concern in Nonsuch

A pack of dogs is terrorising Non¬ 
such Park users and attacking pup¬ 
pies, leaving one dog needing £900 
worth of treatment. 

Epsom and Ewell Council is inves¬ 
tigating three other similar attacks 
on dogs and their owners in recent 
weeks. 

Warning posters about the attacks 
were put up around the park by a 
concerned park user. 

The posters, which were later re¬ 
moved by the council, described a 
pack of “four spaniels and a small 
tan dog” attacking smaller dogs 
being walked by their owners. 

In one incident Paddy, an 18- 
month-old lurcher, had a vicious 
wound to his leg caused by a spaniel 
in September. 

Trisha Wraight, Paddy’s owner, 
said on Tuesday: “We were in Non¬ 
such Park and Paddy was attacked 
by this spaniel. 

“It took six weeks for it to heal 
properly and cost us more than 
£900.” 

“Paddy’s wound needed stitches 
and he could not run or play until he 
was discharged today.” 

But even after the vet’s green light, 
Mrs Wraight is not sure about going 
back to the park. 

“I am a bit wary at the moment. I 
don’t think we’ll be going there 
now,” she said. “Which is a shame 
because he is a very active dog and 
loved the space the park gave him to 
run flat out.” 

Nonsuch Park has a history of dog 
attacks. There were two incidents 
reported to the council in 2007, in¬ 


volving staff of the park being bit¬ 
ten by dogs. 

Three years ago, David Preston, of 
Cheam, was badly bitten by a St 
Bernard, during a savage attack 
while jogging in an isolated part of 
the park. 

A spokeswoman for the council, 
which runs the park, said: “There 


have recently been several com¬ 
plaints about individual dog walk¬ 
ers not being in control of their 
dogs in Nonsuch Park. 

Epsom and Ewell council officers 
are currently investigating three 
complaints surrounding a dog walk¬ 
ing incident. 

“The officers will be guided by the 


bye-laws which are in force at the 
park and will take any action neces¬ 
sary to promote a harmonious and 
safe environment for all park 
users.”

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Former mayor and

all the schools and many re¬ 
tirement homes and business¬ 
es in the borough and 
introducing the Mayor’s art 
competition for young people. 

During his time as chair¬ 
man of the environment com¬ 
mittee he led the opposition to

Councillor Mrs Joan Spiers, 
leader of the Council, said: “I 
am extremely saddened by the 
news of Councillor Buttery's 
passing. 

“Mike had worked for 
Reigate and Banstead Council 
for many years and was high¬ 
ly respected for his work as a 
member of the executive, and 
for his tireless efforts locally 
in Tadworth and Walton. 

“Most recently he had been 
active in assisting the local 
community in Walton on the 
Hill in raising funds for a new 
multi-use games area and ten¬ 
nis court. 


"It was a privilege to work 
alongside someone I consid¬ 
ered not only an excellent col¬ 
league but a close friend. 
Mike was a charming, deter¬ 
mined gentleman and will be 
remembered by many for his 
valuable contributions to the 
borough.

Pig-headed present lands 
bullying chauffeur in jail 


Anthea Turner’s former chauf¬ 
feur was jailed today for send¬ 
ing a severed pig’s head 
disguised as a birthday present 
to an estate agent. 

Martin Anderson, 44, of West 
Ewell, had been found guilty of 
one charge of putting a person 
in fear of violence due to ha¬ 
rassment at Kingston Crown 
Court in August 11, after a hate 
campaign against Kim Teague. 

On Thursday, at the same 
court, he was sentenced to 20 
weeks in jail and was subject 
to a restraining order prevent¬ 
ing him from making any 
contact with Mrs Teague for

two years. 

The court had heard in Au¬ 
gust how his victim from 
Mitcham was horrified to open 
a hand-delivered package deco¬ 
rated with ribbons and bal¬ 
loons and found the pig’s head 
inside. 

The jury was told the 51-year- 
old gran had thought the par¬ 
cel was a gift for her 50th 
birthday but was disgusted 
when she saw the head with 
the letters RIP written on it. 

Anderson, who had been 


going out with Mrs Teague’s 
sister-in-law, subjected her to a 
year-long campaign of abusive 
phone calls after she described 
him as a fat bully, the court 
was told. 

During the trial, the jury was 
also told Anderson also made a 
series of anonymous phone 
calls and sent Kim an unsigned 
abusive birthday card. 

Anderson was told he would 
have 20 weeks in jail, although 
he will only be locked up for 
half of it. 

Recorder Stephen Bellamy 
QC, when sentencing, said: 
“What you did was the act of a 


sick, vicious, revengeful per¬ 
son and there’s no doubt in my 
mind that you behaved in such 
away. 

“I understand that there was 
no physical violence, but the 
emotional damage you caused 
to Mrs Teague is also a form of 
violence.” 

“I should give you a sentence 
that reflects the serious nature 
of your offence. You therefore 
are going to prison for a period 
of 20 weeks.”

A lot more allotments on way but they will cost a little bit more 


A plan for the expansion and im¬ 
provement of allotments was given 
the go-ahead by the council. 

At a meeting last week, Epsom and 
Ewell Council’s leisure committee 
ruled in favour of the creation of 
more allotment plots, reduction in 
waiting times and an improvement in 
services provided to allotment hold¬ 
ers. 

A review of the management of the 
allotments is also included in the 
plan. 

The council has around 760 plots in 
10 sites and has a total of 168 people 
on its plot’s waiting list. Waiting 
times can be of up to 18 months for 
smaller sites and for larger sites, 10 
months. 

After a report indicated that the in¬ 
come generated by allotments was not 
enough to cover the allotment service 
and maintenance costs, the commit¬ 
tee decided that the current rent of 40 
pence a week for an average sized plot 
will need to be raised. 

Councillor Clive Woodbridge, chair¬ 
man of the leisure committee said: 
“The council appreciates the benefits 
provided by allotments, for example 
recreation and exercise, and the fact

Help voluntary worker bring much 
needed aid to poor Kenyan kids 


A voluntary worker from 
Epsom needs help to keep 
supporting children from an 
African country. 

Dawn Pearce, 44, of 
Church Road, travels to 
Kenya every year to help out 
with the education of poor 
and orphaned children in 
the town of Mombasa. 

The children live in mud 
huts without water and elec¬ 
tricity and most of their 
parents, after the riots in 
Kenya at the beginning of 
this year, lost their jobs in 
hotels due to the lack of 
tourists. 

Miss Pearce will be clear¬ 
ing out her possessions at a 
garage sale this week to 


raise cash for Kenya. 

“Because many people lost 
their jobs they can’t afford 
to pay for the school fees,” 
said Miss Pearce. 

She went to Kenya for the 
first time 10 years ago and 
saw the poverty in some vil¬ 
lages in contrast with the 
luxury hotels in some areas. 

Miss Pearce said: “We 
went to a village and I saw 
some children playing foot¬ 
ball with carrier bags tied 
together. I decided then to 
do something to help. I’ve 
been going there for the last 
10 years.” 

She is going back there at 
the end of November, to 
visit a school for poor and 


orphaned children that gets 
its funding from local busi¬ 
ness and enrols a percent¬ 
age of children from the 
poorest families at no 
charge to the parents. 

“We really need to raise as 
much money as we can as £1 
will buy five children a pen¬ 
cil and an exercise book, £5 
will feed a child for a month 
and £10 will buy two pairs 
of shoes,” said Miss Pearce.

Thugs trash transport 


Halloween hooligans trashed two 
buses used to transport elderly 
people to Banstead Centre, to hos¬ 
pitals and GPs and to take them 
shopping.

An Epsom doctor has recently 
returned from a campaign in 
Afghanistan. 

Major Mark Reaveley, an 
anaesthetist from the 144 
Parachute Medical Squadron 
was with the 5 Scots or the old 
Argyll and Sutherland High¬ 
landers in the town of Musa 
Qala, in a base of about 300 
people. 

He went to Afghanistan 
because “all the other guys in 
my unit were going,” and took 
part in invasions and 
operations during his time in 
the war-torn country. 

Maj Reaveley, 36, said: “I did

get out and about on the 
ground a little bit. I went out 
when we had to attack a village 
full of Talibans and they 
weren’t very happy about us 
turning up.” 

“I sat in the back of what is 
called a Mastiff, it’s a big ar¬ 
moured truck and we’d go out 
attacking things in that or try¬ 
ing to clear the Taliban of cer¬ 
tain areas.” 

A couple of days later they at¬ 
tacked the village again: “I was 
in the back of a helicopter 
which landed in the desert in 
the middle of the night, a mile 
and a half out of the village. 
We marched into the village 
but fortunately all the Taliban 
had cleared off.” 

Major Reaveley saw all kinds 
of injuries in the six months he 
was in Afghanistan. 

“The majority of people who 
get injured, and this is a terri¬ 
ble thing, are Afghans,” he 
said. “Not just by the British, 
but they also get injured by the 
Taliban.” 

As in many places afflicted by 
war, children are the ones who 
suffer terrific injuries after 
finding mines and old ammuni¬ 
tions. 

Major Reaveley said: “I had a 
kid that had been playing with 
a mine and it exploded and 
hurt his stomach. He was ok, 


but he needed an operation be¬ 
cause he did have a big hole in 
his stomach.” 

Because the Taliban tends to 
plant mines and bombs, most 
people don’t suffer injuries 
from gun shots, but have blast 
injuries. 

“The good thing is that we 
can do something about it. If 
we met an Afghan that was in¬ 
jured, even if we weren’t in¬ 


volved in hurting them we’ll 
often fly them to a hospital, so 
we can look after these local 
people, we do provide that kind 
of service to them,” said the 
major. 

When he joined the army 17 
years ago, Major Reaveley did 
not expect to go to war: “If you 
join the army now I think 
you’ve got to expect to go some¬ 
where, but I’m hoping that in 


the next few years everything 
will have calmed down.” 

“I joined when I was at the 
university because it was lots 
of fun and they gave you some 
money. It’s lots of fun, I’ve been 
all over the world with the 
army, but all those years ago I 
did not expect to go to war.” 

When asked for his opinion 
about the war, he said: “I think 
the British Army is doing its 


best to bring security to the 
people in Afghanistan and it’s 
security that they want, more 
than anything.” 

At the moment Major Reave¬ 
ley is in reserves and has just 
moved to London to work at St 
Mary’s Hospital.

He said: “For years, residents 
and ward councillors were 
promised faithfully that the 
land would be used for health¬ 


care and that their fears it 
would be re-developed were 
unfounded.” 

“As we come close to the 90th 
anniversary of the end of the 
First World War, it is disap¬ 
pointing to think that a health¬ 
care site built through public 
subscription might be replaced 
as a memorial to the fallen by 
modern housing.” 

The PCT said increased 
home-care provision meant 
convalescing patients could be 


treated away from fully- 
equipped hospitals. Sutton res¬ 
idents can still access 
intermediate care beds at Wil¬ 
son Hospital in Mitcham. 

A spokesman added: “It 
would not be sensible to open 
another unit of a similar size. 
However, we may well use part 
of the Carshalton site for mod¬ 
ern housing for people with 
learning disabilities, which 
would retain the health use 
Coun Scully is looking for. 


“He is right to give credit to 
those who donated their own 
money during the First World 
War to build Carshalton. 

“Today the PCT has the same 
ambition - to provide the very 
best care for local people in all 
appropriate settings, including 
at hospitals and our new local 
care centres.”

Plea to Greek police

The Greek authorities are facing 
mounting political pressure to 
speed along inquiries into the 
beating in Crete of holidaymaker 
Robert Hughes. 

Ten MPs have signed an early 
day motion calling for the attack¬ 
ers of the former Sutton United 
footballer to be brought to justice. 

The campaign is now being taken 
to the House of Commons by Tom 
Brake, the Liberal Democrat MP 
for Carshalton and Wallington. 

His motion highlights how Mr 
Hughes, 28, was left critically ill 
abroad and calls on the Greek po¬ 
lice to work with officers here to 
“pursue the case vigorously”. 

The suspects had been allowed to 
return home to the UK from Malia, 
Crete, after the attack on June 14 
because of a legal loophole. 

An independent witness has

since come forward but Greek au¬ 
thorities are still to request 
British assistance. 

Mr Brake said: “I haven’t pushed 
the early day motion yet, so the 10 
signatures are a good start. I am 
aiming to get about 300. 

“I hope to bring Robbie’s plight 
to the attention of all MPs and 
identify other possible supporters 
of his campaign. 


“My next step will be to secure a 
parliamentary debate on the sub¬ 
ject of support given to families 
abroad in circumstances similar 
to Robbie’s and his mother’s.” 

The action comes after Conser¬ 
vative leader David Cameron de¬ 
scribed mother Margaret Hughes’ 
campaign as “one of national im¬ 
portance” last week. London 
Mayor Boris Johnson has also 
pledged his support to ensure the 
perpetrators are punished. 

Early day motions rarely lead to 
a change in policy but the parlia¬ 
mentary device enables members 
to popularise important issues. 

Labour MP for Nottingham South 
Alan Simpson, Conservative MP 
for Croydon South Richard Ott- 
away and Liberal Democrat MP for 
Sutton and Cheam Paul Burstow 
are among the 10 signatories.

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Across the city hundreds of people strug¬ 
gle to work every day crippled by a secret 
condition. Obsessive compulsive disorder 
(OCD) affects up to 3 per cent of us, but it 
is widely regarded as a mild problem and 
many sufferers are too embarrassed to 
seek help. 

In reality the impulse to carry out end¬ 
less rituals can ruin careers, friendships 
and relationships, with 80 per cent of pa¬ 
tients in local services unmarried and 
without a partner. The World Trade Or¬ 
ganisation even lists it amongst the top 10 
most debilitating illnesses in terms of 
loss of income and decreased quality of 
life. 

Sam*, 25, says: “I started having symp¬ 
toms when I was about 14. I’d be walking 
along the street and I’d have to touch a cer¬ 
tain railing along the street because I 
thought that if I didn’t, something bad 
would happen. 

“I’d have to turn light switches on and 
off before I went to bed. At the time I did¬ 
n’t realise it was a condition that people 
had. I thought I was the only person in the 
world that did these weird things.” 

When Sam left his home in Wimbledon 
for university, the rituals got more 
bizarre. He would watch strangers over 
his shoulder to check he hadn’t hurt them 
and check his watch to make sure he had-

n’t gone into a trance and done something 
terrible. 

He says: “I convinced myself I’d harmed 
other people. I couldn’t remember doing 
anything but part of me felt I had done 
things. I constantly felt guilty. 

“It started affecting my relationships 
with people. When I was 211 was with a 
girl who was very fond of me. I didn’t feel 
I was worthy of her because I felt I was a 
bad person. 

“I carried on, but then my mum got real¬ 
ly ill. I started having panic attacks, espe¬ 
cially on trains. I’d get a lump in my 
throat and thought I couldn’t breathe. I 
thought I was going to suffocate to death. 

“My mum was in and out of hospital. 
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Everyone likes to be particular about some things, but for 
sufferers of obsessive compulsive disorder (OCD), impulsive 
rituals can take over their lives, as ELEANOR HARDING reports 


Td walk along and have 
to touch a certain railing’ 


One night I sat down to a meal and re¬ 
alised I couldn’t swallow my food. My 
throat was too tense and I thought I would 
choke. I tried again later but I was too 
scared to even put the food in my mouth. I 
couldn’t eat for weeks.” 

Doctor Lynne Drummond, consultant 
psychiatrist for the national and local 
OCD service, treats severe cases at Spring- 
field Hospital in Tooting. Many of them 
have had the problem for 20 years before 
being treated. 

She says: “People think it’s a mild condi¬ 
tion which everybody has. It is on a spec¬ 
trum. But some of my patients are 
incontinent, or they can’t speak. These 
are profound problems. Snapping out of it 
is not enough.” 

The disorder often involves people hav¬ 
ing horrible thoughts or fears, such as 
their family dying. They then take part 
in rituals which they feel will prevent 
or reduce that thought. 

Some sufferers who fear contracting dis¬ 
ease may wash their hands hundreds of 
times a day, or avoid using public toilets to 
the point where they have to soil them¬ 
selves. 

Others might feel afraid to speak lest 
they say something horrible, 
or they develop a ritual 
such as tapping their foot 
which they feel will stop 
something happening. 

She adds: “Many people 
might have obsessions and com¬ 
pulsions like cleanliness or tidiness 
but they are still helping them to 
achieve their life aims. You only 
have the disorder if these 
symptoms are preventing 
you from achieving your life 
aims.” 

The disorder can be genetic 
or can be triggered by major life 
events. But if they seek help, sufferers can 
be taught how to combat the impulses 
through cognitive behavioural therapy 
(CBT). 

Those admitted to Springfield experi¬ 
ence a one third reduction in symptoms 
after four months in hospital. For less se¬ 
rious cases, treatment can be shorter. 

Sam eventually admitted himself to hos¬ 
pital, where he stayed a week. Experts 
helped him find ways to deal with his 
fears and before long he was back at work. 

He says: “CBT saved my life. I still get 
the odd thought in my head but I know 
how to deal with it. It’s about making my¬ 
self face the fears.”

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Diabetic eye tests will have to be rechecked 


Thousands of diabetic patients are 
having their eye test results ur¬ 
gently rechecked after an adminis¬ 
trative failure. 

Sutton and Merton PCT said re¬ 
sults of more than 5,500 patients 
taken in February 2007 had not 
been sent on by GPs. 

Chief executive Bill Gillespie 
said he believed those that needed 
further treatment were followed 
up, but in case some were missed 
all were being rechecked. 

Mr Gillespie said he did not be¬ 
lieve the 20-month delay would put 
patients’ sight at risk. 

An internal inquiry with an inde¬ 
pendent clinical expert had begun 
to investigate the failure, he said. 


Mr Gillespie added: “As soon as 
we heard from one local GP that 
some of her patients’ retinal 
screening results had not been re¬ 
ceived we took urgent action. We 
are recruiting extra trained screen¬ 
ing staff to re-examine the images 
and we have also established a re¬ 
view into what went wrong. 

“I would like to apologise to local 
patients for this failure and assure 
them that we will return the 
screening service to normal work¬ 
ing as soon as possible.” 

The current recall period for Sut¬ 
ton and Merton patients to have 
their eyes checked is 15 months 
against a national standard of 12 
months. 


Mr Gillespie said the PCT was de¬ 
termined to bring the period back 
to a 12-month interval once the 
backlog had been cleared. 

He said the failure had meant the 
retinopathy eye test service at Nel¬ 
son Hospital in Raynes Park will be 
suspended for several weeks so 
staff can check all delayed tests. 

Diabetes UK South London care 
advisor Cathy Moulton said: “Peo¬ 
ple aren’t going to go blind 
overnight, the disease doesn’t gal¬ 
lop forward at a great speed. The 
PCT have been good to respond and 
reassure their patients quickly.”

I have no idea what she did to get 
in jail but I think that everyone deserves a 
break in life. 

“We all fall off the wrong side of the 
kerb at some point in our lives. These peo¬ 
ple deserve a helping hand to pick them 
back up.” 

He added: “I am trying to get Lou sprung 
for a night so that she can play at the gig 
as a guest of honour.”

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Violence could 
lead to expulsion 


Schools across Sutton suspended 559 un¬ 
ruly pupils in two years as headteachers 
took a strict approach to violence in the 
classroom. 

The borough led 148 mainland authorities 
in the recent GCSE performance rankings 
but its disciplinary record is less enviable. 

Figures published by the Conservatives 
show 289 local children were sent home for 
hitting a classmate in 2005/6 and 270 in 
2006/7. 

In Kingston only 227 badly behaved pupils 
received the same punishment over two 
years and in Richmond there were 282 sus¬ 
pensions. 

Across England, an average of 344 chil¬ 
dren are temporarily excluded from school 
each day for violence against other pupils. 

Michael Gove, the shadow Children’s Sec¬ 
retary, said that young people who are vio¬ 
lent should be barred from their school 
unless there are mitigating factors. 

He added: “This is further evidence of the

lack of discipline in our schools. It is vital 
that teachers are given control over the 
classroom so they can deal with bad be¬ 
haviour before it escalates into violence. 

“We will change the law to give teachers 
unequivocal powers to maintain discipline. 
Heads need the power to expel children 
who are violent without the possibility of 
seeing that child returned to the school.” 

The figures, obtained by the House of 
Commons Library, also revealed variations 
in how suspensions are used across the 
country 

Exclusions rose by five per cent in outer 
London boroughs but were up by 53 per 
cent in Hartlepool and 50 per cent in Mid¬ 
dlesbrough.

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‘Drink spiking victim’ now 
out of Scouts Association 


A scout leader who claims she 
nearly died after her drink was 
spiked with alcohol on a camp, 
has been fired because she 
spoke out. 

Elaine Setohy, 57, was admit¬ 
ted to hospital on Monday, June 
16 after she woke up with ex¬ 
treme chest pains on Sunday 
while at the camp with the 1st 
Beddington group. 

She has a heart condition in 
which her heart speeds up to 
dangerous levels. It can be 
brought on by drinking alco¬ 
hol. 

She claimed to have had a 
drink spiked with alcohol and 
also claimed the children’s 
drinks had been tampered 
with. 

She contacted the Sutton 
Guardian in frustration be¬ 
cause she felt that the Scout As¬ 
sociation had not taken the 
matter seriously and properly 
investigated the incident. 

A spokesman for the scouts 
said that an investigation was 
carried out and that it was 
found that no child had been 
given alcohol. 

Mrs Setohy, a mum of two 
from Norbury, made a formal 
complaint about the matter, but 
she has never received a writ¬ 
ten response to her allegations. 

On Monday she received a let¬ 
ter from Chris Williams, the 
district commissioner which 
reads: “I am extremely disap¬ 
pointed that you chose to bring

this matter to the attention of 
the media and in so doing tar¬ 
nished the reputation of the 
Scouts Association and 
brought its name into disre¬ 
pute.” 

It goes on to say that she did 
not follow the correct procedure 
in registering her dissatisfac¬ 
tion about the investigation and 
that she should have contacted 
the county commissioner. 

Mrs Setohy insists that she 
did follow the correct com¬ 
plaints procedure but says that 
she is now being pushed out so 
that the issue can be swept 
under a carpet. 

The letter continues: “Your 
future membership of the 
Scouting Association is now 
untenable and on advice I have 
had no option but to withdraw 
your appointment effective im¬ 
mediately.” 

A spokesman for the scouts 
said that he had seen the letter 
but was unable to comment. He 
said: “Clearly Elaine is now in 
dispute with her local manager. 

“Elaine has been advised how 
to use the established com¬ 
plaints procedure to raise her 
concerns with Ian Newbury the 
county commissioner. 

“This procedure will now be 
followed.”

Bradshaws’ ‘waste 
not, want not’ life

More and more people are re¬ 
discovering the energising feel¬ 
ing of a short cycle ride to 
work or school, dodging the 
jams while boosting their fit¬ 
ness. 

But Sutton IT expert Dave 
Bradshaw is a man in a million 
when it comes to daily com¬ 
muting. 

His journey to Slough takes 
an hour and a half each way, al¬ 
though if the traffic lights are 
conspiring against him it’s an 
extra 10 minutes. 

At weekends, though, he’s 
much more down to earth, 
helping run the Sutton Cycling 
Club and inspiring others 
to make shorter journeys on 
two wheels rather than 
four. 

On weekdays he sets off from 
his house near Sutton town 
centre at 6.30am (“Less traffic 
and fewer people pressing but¬ 
tons at pelican crossings”), 
showers, changes then spends 
his day working for a firm mak¬ 
ing pocket-sized computer 
phones. 

“I have shoes and shower kit 
at work, I leave a towel there, 
and bring a change of cloth¬ 
ing,” adds Dave, 43, who wears 
a hi-vis jacket and reflective 
backpack in addition to his hel¬ 
met. 

Helping at the Sutton 
Cycling Club of which son 


Andrew, 12, is a member, is a 
way of underlining his com¬ 
mitment to cycling and encour¬ 
aging the next generation to 
make it part of their lives. 

Dave believes more should 
cycle to work and school, if for 
no other reason than it’s a 
cheaper way of keeping fit 
than paying for membership of 
a health centre. 

“I enjoy my work, and cycling 
to and from the office is an 
easy way for me to keep fit,” he 
said. “There’s no need to spend 
time or money going to the 
gym. 

“Cycling in London has been 
getting safer and safer. A lot 
more people are cycling these 
days, which means drivers are 
more aware of them.” 

Dave’s other half, Heather, 
drives to her workplace, St 
George’s Hospital, where she is 
a specialist nurse. 

She needs the car for home 
visits, but belongs to a lift-shar¬ 
ing group (liftshare.com) 
which offers others the chance 
to occupy empty seats on the 
journey to and from Tooting. 

There is a wide spectrum of 
carpool and rideshare schemes 
in the capital, from ones run by 
individual firms to informal 
groupings of friends and 
neighbours. 

Heather shops online, opting 
for deliveries via returnable 
crates, rather than carrier 
bags. Journeys are saved, and 
not being surrounded by

Dave is one of the trained 
Go-Ride organisers of the 
active Sutton Cycling Club, 
having attended a three-day 
assessment and coaching 
course organised by British 
Cycling. 

The club meets every Satur¬ 
day from 10am to noon at 
Sutton Grammar School’s 
playing fields in Northey 
Avenue, South Cheam, and 
any young cyclist aged five-16 
is welcome - as are parents. 
One of the main aims is to 
increase awareness of cycling 


and improve cycle safety, but 
coaches are also on the look¬ 
out for potential Olympians, 
to build on Team GB’s 
fantastic showing in Beijing. 

“We’re on the lookout for 
those next gold medallists,” 
said Dave. 

I glanced at Dave’s 12-year- 
old son, Andrew. 2012? 

“Might be a bit soon,” he 
conceded. “Maybe 2016! I like 
the competitions. Last week 
we did timed laps round the 
cross-country field, downhill 
braking, and went out for a 


ride as a little group.” 

There are 100 members in 
the Sutton Cycling Club, with 
30 to 40 turning up each 
Saturday, and a further dozen 
or so taking part in pre¬ 
planned weekend touring 
rides. The club encourages 
bike maintenance (every bicy¬ 
cle is checked before each ses¬ 
sion), teaches the correct way 
to mount and dismount, and 
guides on all aspects of road¬ 
riding and racing, at all lev¬ 
els of ability. 

“Hopefully when the club 


members leave at 16, they 
will continue to ride,” said 
Dave.

you,” shouts Andrew, helpful¬ 
ly). 

At home, Heather, 48, recy¬ 
cles wherever possible. “I’ve al¬ 
ways been into recycling, going 
back to the days when it meant 
you were seen as a bit of a 
crank, and have always encour¬ 
aged the children to do their 
bit,” she said. 

Energy-saving and sustain¬ 
ability are second nature to 
Andrew and Chloe, 14. 

Chloe jogs home from 
evening dance classes, rather 
than being picked up in the car, 
while Andrew only uses 
rechargeable batteries in his X 
Box 360 console. Dud light- 
bulbs are replaced with low-en¬ 
ergy alternatives, while the 
fridge/freezer and tumble drier 
were chosen according to their 
energy efficiency rating. 

Showers are taken rather 
than baths, to reduce water use 
and trim heating bills. A small 
thing, perhaps, but the sort of 
change anyone can make with¬ 
out compromising their 
lifestyle. 

The way the Bradshaws live 
may not be for all of us, but 
they do show us that making 
the environment a priority in 
everyday life can save you 
money and improve your 
health.

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Man jailed for driving 
car into fighting crowd

An “educated, intelligent man” who 
mowed down a female clubber 
while repeatedly driving his car 
into a gang of brawling men in 
Kingston town centre has been 
jailed for three-and-a-half years. 

Members of Ahmed A1 Sattar’s 
family broke down in tears as the 
sentence was passed on the 26-year- 
old at Kingston Crown Court on Oc¬ 
tober 30. 

The court had earlier been shown 
footage of A1 Sattar mounting the 
kerb to plough his Nissan Micra 
into the fight in Thames Street to 
save a friend who had been hit by a 
bottle and was being kicked in the 
head as he lay prone in the street. 

Passing down the sentence, Judge 
Susan Matthews said she “didn’t ac¬ 
cept” A1 Sattar’s defence of having 
acted impulsively, citing the fact he 
made two separate runs at the 
group. 

The court heard Samantha 
Beaver, a 22-year-old from Sutton 
who had been out clubbing with 
friends, was hit by A1 Sattar as she 
walked towards the brawl, despite 
putting up her hand to make the ve¬ 
hicle stop. 

Miss Beaver was thrown through 
the air by the collision before land¬ 
ing heavily on the pavement, but 
was lucky to suffer only minor in¬ 
juries in an incident Judge 
Matthews said “could have been 
fatal”. 

Police officers investigating the 
incident, which happened on July

18, had previously commented it 
was “lucky we’re not doing a mur¬ 
der inquiry”. 

A1 Sattar, from Whitton Avenue 
East, Ealing, had pleaded guilty to 
wounding with intent to cause 
grievous bodily harm and danger¬ 
ous driving on October 6. 

Another man, boxer Ricky Boy- 
lan, from Wallington, had also been 
injured in the incident. 

Judge Matthews told A1 Sattar 
there was no difference between 
“someone sitting behind the steer¬ 
ing wheel of a car and someone 
who’s picked up another kind of 
weapon”. 

She said: “I accept that in a man of 
26 years of age who’s committed an 
offence of this nature, the enormity 
of the situation you created and the

risk you took that night will have 
sunk in. 

“The offence is so serious that no 
community sentence could ever be 
appropriate - it has to be a sentence 
of imprisonment.” 

Al Sattar was handed 42 months 
in prison for wounding with intent, 
a concurrent 15 month sentence for 
dangerous driving and was disqual¬ 
ified from driving for 12 months. 

Despite being described by the 
judge as an educated, intelligent 
man, the court heard the 26-year-old 
also had previous convictions for 
robbery, attempting to gain proper¬ 
ty by deception and handling stolen 
goods.

“I am now concentrating on 
ensuring we continue to follow 
best practice, so that in the 
current uncertain financial 
climate Sutton invests its cash 
balances prudently.” 

Audit Committee members 
have now agreed to consider 
“emergency” provisos in fu¬ 
ture investment strategies. 

Councillor Sean Brennan, 
leader of Sutton Council, said: 
“Councillors Kennedy and 
Crowley are resorting to a 
cheap blame game. They have 
conveniently forgotten to men¬ 
tion that the vast majority of 
the 113 local authorities with 
frozen funds are Conservative 
councils.”

Icebreaker’ to address awards 



To the ends of the Earth: Guest 
speaker Pen Hadow Pic: Martin Hartley 


“Human icebreaker” Pen Hadow 
will be the inspirational guest 
speaker at this year’s Green 
Guardian awards’ gala dinner later 
this month. 

In 2003, Pen was the first person to 
complete one of the last great polar 
challenges, a gruelling three-month 
trip from Canada to the Geographic 
North Pole. 

In temperatures as low as -46°C, he 
swam, skied and walked across the 
Arctic Ocean alone, dragging a 19st 
sledge. 

Along the way, he narrowly 
escaped death by drowning and 
hypothermia, once falling through 
thin ice when he was not wearing an 
immersion suit. 

Just eight months later, Pen 


became the first Briton to trek to 
both poles, without resupply. 

Over the past two decades, he has 
witnessed dramatic changes at the 
poles - open water where there was 
none before, seals and bears in 
places where they never used to be 
and changes in the thickness and 
colour of the ice itself. 

His first-hand view of what has 
been going on at the ends of the 
earth has led Pen to become a lead¬ 
ing exponent of the need for action 
to prevent climate change. 

Now is your chance to meet him 
and hear his extraordinary story, 
when he joins environmentalists 
from across south-west London at 
the Queen’s Stand, Epsom Downs 
Racecourse, on Friday, November 21. 


The annual event is a celebration 
of the green achievements of both 
individuals and organisations 
across the area, with environmental 
award-winners coming together 
from seven London boroughs.

Support renewable energy 


A politician has joined green cam¬ 
paigners, business groups and trade 
unions in putting pressure on the 
Government over renewable energy. 

Tom Brake, MP for Carshalton and 
Wallington, has called on the Govern¬ 
ment to pass new legislation that 
would boost small scale renewable 
energy systems. 

The roll-out of wind, water 
turbines and solar panels would be 
increased by the move. 

Mr Brake said: “The Government 
must act now and introduce a renew¬ 
able energy tariff for local renewable 
energy schemes. 

“Local people and businesses that 
want to invest currently are not 
given the support they need. A re¬ 
newable energy tariff is a simple and 
cost-effective way for the Govern¬ 
ment to make sure they are properly 
rewarded. I will do everything I can 


to support this vital measure.” 

Dave Timms, Friends of the Earth’s 
senior parliamentary campaigner, 
said: “Local renewable energy 
schemes could play a crucial role in 
tackling climate change and cutting 
fuel bills. 

“Government policies are not work¬ 
ing. A renewable energy tariff would 
give a strong financial incentive for 
households, businesses and commu¬ 
nities to invest in their own clean, 
green energy generation systems.” 

Leonie Greene, The Renewable En¬ 
ergy Association’s head of external 
affairs, said: “The renewable energy 
tariff will empower local people and 
local councils to invest in renew¬ 
ables - not just big business. In Eu¬ 
rope, you can find entire villages not 
only self-sufficient in renewable en¬ 
ergy but making money from export¬ 
ing their excess renewable power.”

The facility in Southwark is licensed 
to process 1.5million litres of 
biodiesel per year, which saves an in¬ 
credible 1,500 tonnes of C02.

Residents in a quiet street are 
living in fear after suffering 
six break-ins in a week.

here waiting to be burgled. 
I’ve only been speaking with 
neighbours and heard there 
had been six break-ins in a 
week. And that’s just my im¬ 
mediate neighbours, so I 
dread to think what happens 
on the rest of the street.” 

“There has been no in¬ 
creased police presence. Peo¬ 
ple need to be made aware of 
what is going on and they 
need to be extra vigilant.” 

According to the source, 
there have been two houses 
broken into and four garages. 


She said: “I know that lap¬ 
tops have been stolen and 
tools out of garages. Just a 
month ago my neighbour’s 
car was stolen. I have an el¬ 
derly neighbour who is abso¬ 
lutely petrified.” 

“The gardens on the street 
are quite long, some of them 
over 100 feet. If somebody is 
waiting at the bottom of the 
garden for people to go out, 
they would probably not be 
seen - they can see us but we 
can’t see them, it’s a terrify¬ 
ing thought.” 

The gardens have been used 
to hide some of the loot. 

After the Sutton Guardian 


asked police to comment on 
the rise in burglaries, resi¬ 
dents reported an increase in 
police on the street. 

A spokesman for Sutton 
police said: “We’ve responded 
to reports of burglaries by 
deploying tactical policing 
activities including high-visi¬ 
bility uniform patrols, as well 
as plain-clothes operations, 
and we are investigating defi¬ 
nite lines of enquiry to bring 
the culprits to justice.”

Don’t blame Tesco for 
problems on the Parade

I was horrified to read about 
the troubles on Craddocks Pa¬ 
rade, Ashtead, which seemed 
to have been caused by young 
hooligans travelling from 
other areas to indulge in vio¬ 
lence. 

Tesco seems to have become 
the villain of Ashtead both for 
trouble outside its existing 
store and its proposal to build 
a new shop in The Street. 

There is no evidence Tesco is 
selling alcohol to teenagers 
and it is unfair to blame the su¬ 
permarket for the trouble that 
takes place outside its Crad¬ 
docks Parade store. It makes as 
much sense to put the blame 
for the problems on Mole Val¬ 
ley Council for the design of 
the pavement, which allows 
room for groups of people to 
gather there. 

To my knowledge, for at least 
25 years, groups of youths have 
congregated at that site, well 
before Tesco moved in. The 
groups have been mostly 
peaceful but sometimes caus¬ 
ing trouble. It is obvious that 
better supervision, and better 
CCTV is required at that spot 
but it seems very unfair to 
blame Tesco for the ills of soci¬ 
ety and the bad and sometimes 
violent behaviour of groups of 
youths unless there is concrete 
evidence that the store is en¬ 
couraging youngsters to mis¬ 
behave and selling alcohol to 
them. 

Police have regularly asked 


The public consultation peri¬ 
od for the proposed closure 
of all in-patient psychiatric 
beds in the Epsom area fin¬ 
ishes at the end of Novem¬ 
ber, but still there seems to 
be little public concern or in¬ 
terest. 

If the proposals go ahead, 
patients and their relatives 
will face a journey to the 
other side of Redhill. 

At two poorly attended pub¬ 
lic meetings a senior official 
from Surrey and Borders 
Partnership NHS Trust car¬ 
ers asked the Trust to consid¬ 
er building a new psychiatric 
in-patient facility on Trust- 
owned land at West Park

years ago that Epsom railway 
station was going to be im¬ 
proved, but what has happened 
to the plans to upgrade it? 

While there has been new 
building close to the station, 
the station itself remains a 
bleak eyesore. 

It is not much better on the 
platforms with nowhere to 


Ashtead parents not to supply 
their young people with alco¬ 
hol and to ensure that they 
know where they are and what 
they are doing. Perhaps 
Ashtead residents should di¬ 
rect their fury against irre¬ 
sponsible parents, not Tesco. 

I was shopping in The Street 
on Saturday morning and was 
stuck by how quiet the shops 


Hospital rather than choos¬ 
ing Redhill. 

A senior Trust official was 
unable to say how much 
land the Trust owned at 
West Park.

A village’s show of people power 
has given a nursery the chance to 
re-open its doors after lying 
derelict for three years. 

Glaisdale School in South Cheam 
was closed in 2005 and the land 
was bought by developers. 

Plans to demolish the building 
and create a new housing complex 
on the site were scuppered after a 
huge revolt by the people of the 
village.

A bitter battle between the devel¬ 
oper and the South Cheam Resi¬ 
dents’ Association ended in the 
housing plans being scrapped. 

After the developers walked 
away, Chiltern Nurseries stepped 
in after having their initial inter¬ 
est ignored three years previous. 

“As soon as we heard it was back 
on the market, we jumped at the 
chance to turn it back into the 
nursery,” said director Emma 
Ward. 

“The building was in terrible dis¬ 
repair and we began the renova¬ 
tion to create a warm, homely and 
welcoming building ideal for chil¬ 
dren. The neighbours have ex¬ 
pressed how pleased they are that 
it is staying as a school, and we 
would like to thank them for their 
patience over the past three 
months while the building works 
have taken place. I am happy to say 
that we have created a beautiful 
setting for children, which is both 
spacious and homely.” 

The show of community spirit 
has already given the nursery a

huge boost ahead of the open day 
this Saturday. 

The owners, who also run 
Chiltern Day Nursery in Sutton, 
are delighted with the outcome. 
Emma said: “It has taken a lot of 
hard work, but it will be worth it. 


Having both nurseries gives par¬ 
ents more flexibility. There is so 
much demand for Chiltern that we 
needed another location, especial¬ 
ly for after school clubs.”

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Car club is an auto-matic success 


Pay-as-you-go cars in Worcester Park are 
proving popular since they were 
launched in May this year. 

The Streetcar scheme offers cars 24- 
hours-a-day, with a card system to un¬ 
lock them and drive them away. 

For an hourly charge of £5.95, drivers 
get 30 miles worth of petrol, with every 
extra mile charged at 23p. There is no 
tax, MoT or insurance to pay and mem¬ 
bers do not have to worry about depreci¬ 
ation. 

Worcester Park has three cars, one on 
Caldbeck Avenue and two in the Hamp¬ 
tons, with an average use of seven hours 
per day. 

“I think it’s the best invention ever,” 
said user Tania Eiberg. “The cars are in 
use constantly and I advise people to con¬ 
sider Streetcar before buying a new 
one.” 

There’s just no reason to have a car 
now. and if everyone used it there would 
be so much less congestion.” 

The environmental benefits are well- 


documented, with every Streetcar taking 
six privately-owned cars off the road be¬ 
cause members often sell, or do not re¬ 
place, cars when they join the scheme. 

According to research by the company, 
members reduce their driving by 68 per 
cent. Based on these figures, Streetcar 
will reduce CO 2 emission by about 2,000 
tonnes over the next two years. 

Sutton Council and Transport for Lon¬ 
don’s (TfL) £5m partnership, Smarter 
Travel Sutton, is also advising people to 
sign up this autumn. 

Ben Plowden, TfL’s Smarter Travel pro¬ 
gramme director said: “Car clubs help 
cut the number of cars on the road, ease 
pressure on parking and reduce conges¬ 
tion and pollution in the capital.” 

Aside from the benefits to the environ¬ 
ment, the economic savings could be 
huge - up to £2,000 a year for occasional 
road users in Worcester Park.

bottling and preserving for the pantry 

It’s not quite the same if you’re an 
urban dweller - especially one without a 
garden - and the closest most of us come 
to putting something aside for the winter 
is throwing a few more tins in the cup¬ 
board or burying a spare packet of 
sausages in the freezer. 

However, when it comes to wine, now is 
the ideal time to start thinking about 
your winter hoard. 

Whether your bottle collection lives on a 
shelf in the lounge or is tucked tidily into 
a wine rack in the dining room, you 
might want to think about moving it, es¬ 
pecially if you’re starting to crank up the 
heating. 

Wine is extremely sensitive to light, hu¬ 
midity, temperature and vibration - those 
underground cellars used by winemakers 
aren’t just chosen for their gloomy good 
looks. 

While most of us don’t have the space - 
or the need - for our own underground 
cellar (although you can get one - see in- 
stant-wine-cellar.co.uk for more informa¬ 
tion), you do need to think carefully about 
where you keep your stash. 

If you keep bottles of wine on top of the 
fridge, next to the boiler or arranged pret¬ 
tily next to a window, move them now. 
After air, wine’s biggest enemy is fluctu¬ 


ating temperature. Gradual rises are ok, 
but sudden shifts either way are bad 
news. In an ideal world, wine should be 
kept at between 11-15C - that’s why it’s 
not a good idea to store them in the 
kitchen. 

Light is another no-no - especially di¬ 
rect sunlight - and it’s best to keep your 
bottles somewhere away from roads and 
windows to protect them from vibration. 
Humidity isn’t such a problem in the 
British climate, so that’s one less thing to 
worry about. 

There are all manner of fancy storage 
units on the market, most of them de¬ 
signed for the serious collector who 
wants to protect their investment. But the 
enthusiastic amateur needn’t worry that 
they’re risking their more modest collec¬ 
tion if they don’t splash out on one. 

Wine expert Michael Schuster, who has 
an enviable wine collection stored in an 
underground cellar in his back garden, 
says it’s perfectly fine to store your wine 
in the cardboard boxes it came in. 

Find a suitable spot to stash the collec¬ 
tion, such as a wardrobe in a spare bed¬ 
room. 

Flip the box on its side and fold in the 
flaps, then insert the cardboard dividers. 
Slot your bottles in and it’ll look just like 
a bought one.

“When we wrote the show people 
were worried about how we were 
going to deal with such a 
momentous tome,” says Reed 
Martin, of the Reduced Shake¬ 
speare Company (RSC), who 
bring The Bible:The Complete 
Word of God (abridged) to the 
Epsom Playhouse next week. 

However, Martin’s concern has 
proved unfounded. The show is 
currently on a year long jaunt 
around the country having 
previously enjoyed two 
successful West End runs and 
tours in 12 countries, and he is 
certain that even the most 
committed Christian will not 
fail to see the funny side. 

“It is an affectionate, comic 
retelling of the Bible,” he said. 
“We have had ministers of all 
denominations come to see the 
show and then send along their 
congregations. 

“One year in Edinburgh, a 
minister from the Church of 
Scotland saw the show and told 
us it was better than the book!” 

The Bible is the third show cre¬ 
ated by the RSC, after the smash 
hit successes of The Complete 
Works of William Shakespeare 
(abridged) and The Complete 
History of America (abridged). 

Austin Tichenor, who wrote the 
show with Martin and RSC 
veteran Adam Long, reveals the 
company’s formula for reducing 
such huge topics is a simple 
one. He says: “We cut out 
all the minor characters 
and unimportant 
subplots and get right to 
the sex and the killing.” 

Martin adds that each 
author brought a differ¬ 
ent religous perspective 
to the writing. “I’m a 
lapsed Presbyterian”, he 
says. “Adam was raised 
Catholic but is now a 
practising Buddhist, and 
Austin did not grow up in 
any religion at all, although he 
now claims to be a Utilitarian, 
which means, I think, he believes 
in God when it is useful.”

Adults 
enjoy it because there are 
all kinds of references 
that you can get if you 
pay attention. 

“We take care to get 
our facts right when we 
are not tweaking them 
for comic effect. But by 
no means do you need to 
be a Bible expert to get 
the jokes. If you know 
Adam and Eve, Noah, 

Moses, and David and 
Goliath then you probably 
know more than we do.”

Ashtead triathlete James Lock 
reckons his success on the 
British Elite Grand Prix cir¬ 
cuit this season can be put 
down to a good grounding in 
swimming’s dark arts from 
Leatherhead Swimming Club. 

The 23-year-old finished sev¬ 
enth in the standings in his 
first season in the senior elite 
men’s ranks, which included a 
handful of top-10 finishes in 
races featured on Channel 
Four this summer. 

Lock, who runs his own 
sportswear firm, Zone3, made 
the step up this season after 
impressing as a youngster and 
claiming the world junior 
aquathlon title two years ago. 

He led the Corus-sponsored 
Glasgow Super Sprint Interna¬ 
tional in September as he got 
out of the water, and was lying 
fourth at the same stage for 
Great Britain during the Euro¬ 
pean Cup in Ireland. 

And, now, he wants to make 
sure his efforts on the bike and 
on the road match his perfor¬ 
mances in the water, as he 
gears up for the European 
Championships in 2010 and a 
possible shot at the London 
2012 Olympics. 

“It has been a huge step up 
for me,” he said.

He is still coached in the pool 
by Leatherhead’s Ron Philpot, 
but will step up his 17 hours-a- 
week training programme as 
he bids to progress his 
Olympic dream.
